WASHINGTON, Aug. 16—</T)— 
Wheat, co rn and rice gro wers will 
receive increased subsidies next 
year fo r co mpliance with federal 
acreage pro grams. 
Payments will 
be 
reduced, ho wever, 
o n 
so me 
cro ps. 
Federal farm o fficials anno unc­ 
ed the new subsidies last night. 
Wheat farmers will be o ffered 
fro m 26 to 30 cents a bushel— 
co mpared with 12 cents this year 
—fo r reducing their 1939 plant­ 
ing by 31 per cent to keep w ith­ 
in the 55,000,000 to tal wheat ac­ 
reage allo tted under the agricul­ 
ture departm ent’s pro gram. 
Co rn gro wers will be o ffered 
13 to 16 cents a bushel, co m­ 
pared with 
10 cents this year. 
The 1939 rice subsidy was placed 
between 20 and 25 cents a hun­ 
dred po unds against 12.5 cents 
this year. 
Federal farm o fficials said the 
1939' co tto n payments wo uld be 
3.6 to 4 cents a po und, co mpared 
with 5 cents this year; po tato 
payments abo ut 3 cents a bushel, 
against 3.6 to 5.4 this year, and 
to bacco 
payments 
pro bably 
the 
same as this year, fro m o ne-half 
to 1.53 cents a po und.” 
“ Price Adjusting” Po ssible 
Next year’s subsidies fo r wheat, 
co tto n, co rn and rice and po s­ 
sibly so me types o f to bacco will 
include so -called “price adjust­ 
m ent” payments fro m the $212,- 
000,000 appro priated at the last 
sessio n 
o f 
co ngress. 
Including 
this amo unt, o fficials said they 
expected funds to taling $712,000,- 
000 
to be available fo r the 1939 
pro grams. 
Only gro wers who keep within 
acreage 
allo tments 
can 
o btain 
subsidies. 
Altho ugh the wheat acreage is 
the o nly 1939 cro p allo tment go al 
fixed so far, o fficials said they 
expected next year’s co tto n al­ 
lo tment wo uld appro ximate the 
1938 acreage o f 27,500,000 acres 
and that the co rn acreage allo t­ 
ment 
wo uld 
no t 
differ 
greatly 
fro m the 42,000,000 go al set this 
year. 
Exact acreage go als fo r co rn, 
to bacco , rice and o ther co mmo di­ 
ties fo r which special allo tments 
will be made can no t be deter­ 
mined until the 1938 pro ductio n 
is kno wn mo re definitely, the o f­ 
ficials added.

THE WORLD’S ‘SECURITY’ AT THE 
POINT OF A GUN 
A su fficient nu mb er of you ng men hav­ 
ing died to cool the ardor of b oth sides, 
the Japanase and Ru ssians seem to have 
agreed that they will not go to war—not 
now, anyway—to decide which nation 
holds title to the scru b b y hillock in Man­ 
chu ria. 
So another war scare b lows over, and 
the world gets one more chance to take 
a look at the direction in which it is trav­ 
eling. 
What it sees can hardly b e re­ 
assu ring, b u t the immediate danger is 
lifted and we are all right . . . u ntil the 
next lime. 
It 
isn’t 
especially 
comfortab le, 
this 
b u siness of living in a world which is for­ 
ever tetering on the edge of an ab yss. 
While all of the great powers are spend­ 
ing fantastic su ms on armaments to pro­ 
vide ‘'national secu rity,” the plain fact 
is that there is less secu rity in the world 
now that at any time since the dark 
ages. 


Perhaps the b asic reason for this inse­ 
cu rity is the fact that we have the wrong 
idea of what secu rity really is. 
Each na­ 
tion seems to b e convinced that it can get 
secu rity only at the expense of someone 
else. In line with this idea, it mu st main­ 
tain great armies and air fleets; it mu st 
b e self su fficient economically, it mu st 
produ ce within its own b orders everything 
it needs, it mu st get the b etter of the rest 
of the world in all of its commercial deals. 
That might b e a good idea if it wou ld 
work; b u t it won’t— not when every great 
nation has the same idea. 
What it pro­ 
du ces is eternal u nrest, u nending rivalries, 
and conflicts of interest which point di­ 
rectly toward war. 
There might b e a b etter way to get 
secu rity. 
The nations might agree that 
since war is a civilization-shattering evil, 
they wou ld at all costs settle their dis­ 
pu tes peacefu lly— b y arb itration, b y me­ 
diation, b y the ju dgment of third parties 
in international trib u nals. 
They might 
fu rther agree that they wou ld u nite to 
restrain any nation which resorted to 
force b efore all su ch avenu es of settle­ 
ment had b een tried.

Peace Was Declared 


TpLUSHED with his victo ry o ver 
the Creek Indians, distinguished 
fo r his triumphs in the face o f 
arm y disco rd, scarcity o f fo o d and 
o ther difficulties,.Andrew Jackso n 
sto o d o n the thresho ld o f his n a­ 
tio nal career in August, 1814. He 
was then in co mmand at Mo bile, 
a majo r-general in the regular 
army. 
On Sept. 14, the British attacked 
F o rt Bo wyer o n Mo bile Po int and 
w ere repulsed. 
Entering Spanish 
territo ry, 
they 
then 
retired 
to 
Pensaco la. Jackso n asked o rders to 
attack; no ne came. But he at­ 
tacked anyho w with a fo rce o f 
3000 tro o ps. 
His victo ry pro ved 
tremendo usly impo rtant since it 
m ade po ssible a defense o f New 
Orleans, and here Jackso n arrived 
Dec. 1. 
With frenzied energy the bo rder 
captain set up defenses after pro ­ 
claiming martial law. 
His army 
w as a mo tley o ne—regulars, mili­ 
tia fro m neighbo ring states, a few 
pirates, a battalio n o f Negro es— 
but Jackso n fused his men with 
the fire o f battle and o n Jan. 8, 
1815. defeated the British in * a 
sweeping slaughter. Jackso n had 
sco red the greatest American vic­ 
to ry o n land during the entire W’ar 
o f 1812. but he had achieved it two 
weeks after the treaty o f peace 
had been signed at Ghent. Dec. 24.
